His Sole Cnniptinlon. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 5.—The little 


town of Hinkley, 21 miles from this 
city, was the scene of a most gruesome 
tragedy Saturday, the details of whici 
have just beeu received from the stage 
driver who carries mail to and frou 
the village. 
Nearly twenty years age 


there r.ppeared in Hinkley a strangei 
of whom nothing was known beyond 
a name, which was Bernard Sherman 
and with him came a big St. Bernard 
dog, which was the inseparable coin 
panion of the unknown. The inquisitive 
country folk wondered for a period 
who this stranger could be, but after a 
year or .so that curiosity wore itseli 
out and the man was left undisturbed 
in the solitude of a decrepit old hovel 
which he had rented in the lonesome 
outskirts of the hamlet, his only com- 
panion being his dog.

One of tfce bravest and best sermons 


preached for many a day is that of the 
Eev. Thomas Hines, rector of Holy 
Trinity church,. Manistee, Mich., iu i 
answer to the false and stupid charges 
of blasphemy brought; against William 
J. Bryan for the metaphor he used in 
hie great speech about the "crown of 
thorns." Brother Hines is a patriot, 
a lover of humanity, and above all, a 
man, and his latest sermon adds new 
lustre to his fame. 
We take pleasure 


in reproducing his magnificent sermon 
in full: 


And when they had platted a crown 


of thorns, they put it upon His head. 
And they crucified Him, and parted 
His garments, casting 
lots.—Matt. 


xxvii, 27-35. 


The religions and secular 
press, 


preachers and politicians, are condemn- 
ing W. J. Bryan, the Democratic Pop- 
ulist free silver candidate for the Presi- 
dency, because he said in his speech at 
the Chicago convention: "You shall 
not press down upon the brow of labor 
this crown of thorns. Yon shall not 
crucify 
mankind upon' a cross of 


gold." Because of this language, Mr. 
Bryan is charged with the sin of irrev- 
erence and blasphemy. 
Ho is accused 


of mixing up sacred and solemn things 
•with things secular and political. The 
religions 
world 
professes to stand 


aghast, and old line party politicians, 
the paid attorneys of soulless corpora- 
tions, trusts and combines, and editors 
of only party organs, which have sold 
their brains and columns for gold— 
betrayed their trusts, like Judas, for 
bribe—pretend to bo shocked at tho 
thought. 
But there are certain things 


which we must bear'in mind. 


First, that Bryan is a member of the 


Presbyterian church, one of the rnosl 
.conservative and orthodox bodies, and 
With his great reverence for the Bible 
as the inspired word of God, hence he 
would not intentionally be profane. 


Second,' that while the Bible teaches, 


and "I most earnestly believe 
that 


Jesus Christ was the son of God, yet 
ho was crucified, not as the son of God, 
but as the sou of man. 
His divine 


nature was not crucified on Calvary, 
but his human nature only. 
It was 


not God who died on the cros?, but 
only a man. Hence that terrible and 
heartrending cry which ho uttered in 
his death agony, "My God! My God! 
why bast thou forsaken me?" 


Then that crown of thorns 
was 


placed upon tho brow of Christ, and he 
was nailed to the tree and 
crucified 


npon tho cross of death for what? You 
say, as a punishment. 
Yes, but as a 


punishment 
for 
what? 
You may 


answer for man's sin, because it was 
necessary to redeem the world. This 
deny. 
There is not a lino anywhere 


in the Bible which tenches such a mon- 
strous doctrine. If this was true, then, 
the murderers of Christ were only 
doing God's will; they wore the instru- 
ments of tho world's redemption, and 
deserve a vote of thanks from all re- 
deemed humanity, and a great reward 
in tho world to unme, while Judas mul 
Pilate wero saints of tho highest ordei 
whom we should lovo and honor. 
But 


then, what becomes of Christ's wordf 
concerning tho treachery of Judas? "II 
would have been good for that mini i! 
ho had never been born." 
And his 


prayer for his murderers when dying 
upon tho cross: "Father, forgive thorn, 
for they know not what they do. 
What then did St. Peter mean when ho 
charged the Jewa with tho murder o: 
Christ, and exhorted them to repent for 
this sin in order to escape tho wratl 
of God nnd win heaven? Christ came 
into the world to redeem it, but 
by death upon the uross. 
Tho crown 


of thorns, the scourging, the insult 
and mockery and death by crncifixioi 
wero not in accord with tlie will o 
God, 
but tho work of vile, brutal 


wicked men. 


Then why was Christ crowned with 


thorns and crucified? It was but n few 
days before that tho whole city had bid 
him welcome into Jerusalem, with 
shouts of joy. It' we read a few chap- 
ters before tho account of tho cruci- 
fixion, wo shall sco tho reason. It was 
because he had preached tho fatherhood 
of God, tho universal brotherhood of 
man, denounced every form of usury, 
legalized robbery and wrong, defied tho 
money power, called the rich^ppprcssors 
of tho poor a lot of tombstones, beau- 
tiful to tho eye, but inwardly full 
rottenness and corruption, and said 
that it was "easier for a camel to go 
through tho eye of a ncedlo than for a 
rich man to enter heaven.''

No wonder that 
we read that tho money power and rich 
aristocrats plotted for his death, bribed

If not actually, 


yet they would crucify him with vile 
words, denunciation, bitter epithets, 
the boycott and proscription. 
Human 


nature is still the same as of old. 
The 


logical descendants of ehrist's mur- 
derers bring the same charges against 
Bryan and the free silver men and all 
reformers, as the Jews did against 
Christ. They charge us with being 
traitors to the government and blas- 
phemous against God. They try to stir 
up the ignorant rabble against Bryan 
and call Ipudly for his political death. 
The truth is that the past twenty-five 
years the money power has '' pressed 
down a crown of thorns upon the brow 
of labor, and crucified it npon a cross 
of gold."

scheme to greatly enhance the value of 
this vast obligation by maklnp it payable 
in gold and then increasing the value of 
gold. 
' 
The Method* Adopted. 


This involved two legislative measures: 
First. Such changes in the laws of the 


United States as would provide for the r ay- 
men t of the principal of the bonds In coin 
only, and would forbid the payment of any 
portion of It prior to the resumption of 
spucle payment, In legal tender treasury 
notes, in which it was expressly made pay- 
able by the law authorizing the issue of 
the bonds, and in exchange for which, when 
greatly depreciated, they had all been Is- 
sued. 
Second. The demonetization of silver in 


the United States so that coin would mean 
pold only, and the value of that metal at 
the same time be greatly enhanced. 


Hon. John Sherman, a senator from Ohio, 


became the chief promoter of this foreign 
scheme. 
On the 18th of May, 1SG7, being then on a 


visit to Paris and having just visited Lon- 
don, 
ho addressed a letter to the United 


States commissioner to tho international 
conference on coinage, weights und meas- 
ures, then In session in the former city. 
In that letter, which was published, he 
strongly urged the adoption of the gold 
standard, and said of Ills own country: 
"As coin is not now in general circulation, 
we can easily fix by law the sine, weight 
and measure of future Issues." The confer- 
ence adopted the g-old standard, and our 
commisloncr reported that this rnsult was 
largely due to the letter of Mr. Sherman. 


Senator 
Sherman 
next attempted to 


"easily fix by law" In this country the 
new monetary system BO essential to the 
success 
of the scheme above described. 


To that end. on the Sth of February, iSixS, 
he introduced In the senate a bill (No. 217) 
to demonetize stiver by discontinuing the 
coinage of the silver dollar. He reported 
this bill favorably from the finance com- 
mittee, but Senator 13. D. Morgan of New 
York, vigorously antagonized it In a minor- 
ity report, in which, after showing the 
advantages to the United States of contin- 
uing the double standard, he said: 


"We have a distinctive American policy 


to work out—one sufficiently free from the 
traditions of Europe to be suited to our 
peculiar situation, and the genius of our 
enterprising countrymen." 


From this stalwart blow by the groat 


merchant senator from New York the bill 
never recovered. Mr. Sherman never again 
called It up. 
• The movement for a gold standard was 
not renewed In any quarter until nearly 
two years Jifterwards, and more than a 
year after the expiration of Senator Mor- 
gan's term of otflce. 


. Strengthening tho Uondholdors. 


Meanwhile, in obedience to the concerted 


newspaper clamor inspired by the opera- 
tors in bonds, congress passed the act of 
March, 
1SK), "To strengthen the 
public 


credit," by which, without any considera- 
tion whatever, the principal of the bonds 
of the government, then paid In any lawful 
money, was made payable In coin only. 
The advantage this gave to the bondhold- 
ers will be apparent when we consider that 
the major portion of the bonds wera by 
law redeemable in any lawful money at 
the pleasure of the United States. The act 
of 18CD, to strengthen the purses of the 
bondholders, surrendered this privilege and 
bound the government to redeem In coin 
then at an enormous premium. 


This was followed July 14, 1870, by the 


refunding act, under which existing bonds 
were authorized to be converted into bonds 
payable, principal and Interest, "in tho 
coin of the United States of the present 
standard value." That is to say, the value 
of July 14, 1870. Silver dollars were, at that 
time equally with gold a full legal tender. 


A second unsuccessful attempt at the de- 


monetization oC silver was Inaugurated on 
the 2uth of April, 1&70, by the introduction 
in the senator by Senator Sherman of "a 
bill (No. 850) revising the laws relating to 
the mint, assay offices and coinage of the 
United States." It contained 71 sections, 
the 15th of which gave a list of all silver 
coins to be thereafter Issued, and 
the 


18th 
of which prohibited the issuance of 


any not named therein. The silver dol'ar 
was omitted from the list. 


The bill passed the senate January 10, 


•1S7I, but was never acted upon by 
the 


house. ' 


The Third and Successful Attempt. 


The third and finally successful move- 


ment for the demonetization of silver was 
the introduction in the house of representa- 
tives on the Dth of March, 1S71. Of "a bill 
(No. 
1,127) revising and amending the laws 


relative to mints, assay office and coinage 
of the United States." It was Introduced 
by Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the committee on coinage, and reported by 
him favorably from that committee the Oth 
of January, 1S72. He informed the house 
that it had been prepared in tho treasury 
department for the purpose of codifying 
and simplifying the mint laws, the only Im- 
portant change being the creation of a mint 
bureau in the treasury department. 


It was reported January 10 and airatrf 


reported with amendments February 9, 
1872, this time by Hon. Samuel Hooper, of 
Massachusetts. 
He stated that the bill 


reduced the weight of the silver dollar 
from 412'yS grains to 384, but he did not stata 
that it proposed, as It did, to demonetize 
silver by making the silver dollar a legal 
tender only in sums not to exceed five dol- 
lars. 
The bill then passed the house in the 


substitute form under a suspension of the 
rules. 


Ignorant of Its Content*. 


Mr. Kelly, of Pennsylvania, who Intro- 


duced the bill, declared on the fioor of tne 
house In 1873 that, though he was chairman 
of the committee on coinage, he was "Ig- 
norant of the fact that It would demonetize 
the silver dollar." (Congressional P.eeord, 
volume 7, part 2, page 1605.) Mr. Blalne, 
who was speaker of the house when the 
Dill passed, declared on the floor of the 
senate in 1S7S that he "did not know any- 
thing that was in the bill at all," and that 


as to the legal tender quality. The bill pro-

hibitcd the issuance from tho mints of nny 
colns not named therein. This was to make 
sure that the 41"l/J-graIn dollar would not 
survive by any implication. 


The Question may be asked how could 


Mr. Sherman tlrus deceive the senate. Tho 
reply is that the hill was bcluj! hurried 
through by him on his statement, at the 
outset, that its consideration "would not 
probably consume any more lime than 
the 
time 
consumed 
in 
reading; It." 


That meant that its n sections contained 
nothing of sufficient importance to even re- 
quire explanation by him. much less to call 
for debate. 
It was represented )>y him to 


he merely a bill to enact into law some 
changes In the mintage offices deimed nec- 
essary. 
He evidently satlslled senators 


that it was not worth their serious atten- 
tion. 
Those who have any acriualntonce 


with senate proceedings understand very 
well that such mere routine leojMatior. as 
this was represented to bo attracts no 
attention in the senate chamber. The sen- 
ator in charge Is trusted to truthfully slate 
its objects, and no one thinks of doubling 
his word. 


Tlie Testimony of Senators. 


That no suspicion was being entertained 


at the time that silver was beinfj demone- 
tized by the bill Is evident from i!.e declar- 
ations subsequently made In the senate in 
1ST3. On February 15, of that year. Senator 
Thurman said: 
"I cannot say what took place in the 


house, but know, when the bill wis peml'ng 
in the senate, we thought it wtis simply 
a bill to reform the mint, regulate the coin- 
age and fix up one thing and another, and 
there is not a single man in tlio senate, I 
think, unless a member of the committee, 
from which the bill eame, who had t ho 
slightest idea that it was even a squint 
toward demonetization." 


On tho same day Senator Allison said: 
"But when the secret history of this bill 


comes to be told it will disclose the Uct 
that the house of representative;! intended 
to ruin both silver and gold, and Intended 
to place both metals upon the French re- 
lation instead of our own, which was tho 
true scientific position of this subject In 
1S73." 


On the 30th of January. 1S73, Senator Beck 


said: 
"It (the bill demonetizing silver) never 


was understood by cither house of congress. 
I say this with full knowledge of the facts. 
No newspaper reporter, and they aro the 
most vigilant men I ever saw in obtaining 
information, discovered that it had been 
done." 


From the record, which I have faithfully 


reproduced, It la Impossible to reach any 
other conclusion I ban that the confidence 
of the house was abused by Mr. Hooper, 
that the confidence of the senate was 
abused by Mr. Sherman, and that by their 
joint efforts tho most Important piece of 
legislation of the century was 
carried 


through congress by stealth, and the double 
standard, which had existed by Die will of 
tho people for more than SO years, was 
taken away from them without their con- 
sent or knowledge, In the interest of aliens, 
by Che manipulations herein described. I
